Church In 10 Years Is Called pure Guesswork’

Notre Dame, Ind.—On the tra- 
ditional belief of journalists that 
man-bites-dog stories are news 
many large dailies recently carried 
a pretentious report that a con- 
servative total of 26,242 Catholics 
entered the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of America in the decade 
ending in 1949. The story went 
on to say that 14 priests were re- 
ceived into active pastoral rela- 
tionships. a 

The news dispatch was based up- 
on a survey conducted by the Rev. 
Frank L. Carruthers of Newburgh, 
N. V., and the Rt. Rev. 8. Harring- 
ton Littell, retired Bishop of Hono- 
lulu, and published in the Septem- 
ber 17 issue of The Living Church, 
an unofficial Episcopal weekly. The 
survey, which is Part | of a study 
of alleged Catholic losses - 


the statistical table upon which 
the story was based, for they 
would have discovered that it is 
compounded of records, estimates, 
computed figures and plain 
guesses.

First Missioner 
Jailed By Reds 


Hongkong, China —(NC)— The 
first American Catholic missionary 
who was imprisoned by the Chin- 
ese communist regime — nearly 
three months ago — has been iden- 
tified as the Rev. Lawrence D. Cur- 
tis, C.M., of Baltimore, a member 
of the eastern province of the Vin- 
centian Fathers. He is pastor of 
the Blesséd Sacrament mission lo- 
eated at Tangkiang, Kiangsi. 


At the same time news comes of 
the death of the Rev. Joseph The- 
unissen, C.M., who was found shot 
through the head in a field about 
two-thirds of a mile from the Vin- 
centian mission at Yingtan, Yu- 
kiang, Kiangsi Province, to which 
he was attached. He is said to 
have been taken secretly from the 
mission at night. The body was 
discovered the following morning. 


Father Theunissen was a native 
of the Netherlands and had been 
transferred to the United States 
western province. He was 63 years 
old, joined the Vincentians in 1908, 
and was ordained a priest in 1915. 
He came to China in 1916.

Only the 
oul of man was created by a 
ood Spirit. They taught that 
hrist could not have assumed a 
physical body if it was evil; that, 


erefore, He could assume only 


celestial body. They commend- 
i suicide, and taught that mar- 
lage was a worse evil than con- 
binage. Since they were a 
henace to governments and to 
ociety generally, a Crusade was 
rganized against them by Bar- 
ns from France, Germany and 
Belgium. 
The defeat of the Albigenses 
yas generally credited to the 
ride use of Mary's weapon, the 
Rosary. ° 
| We are not surprised, there- 
ore, to see Mary holding the 
Rosary and advocating its use 
hen she appeared at Lourdes 
nd again at Fatima. There 
as no war on when she appear- 
id at Lourdes, but at Fatima

How The 


WO great fleets were face to 

face off shore from Lepanto, a 
city of Greece. The battle that 
raged was one of the fiercest naval 
engagements the world had evei 
known. About 208 galleys — 
manned by Christian slaves at the 
oars—were in the Turkish force, 
along with some 66 smaller ships. 
Returning their fire were about 
the same number of vessels of the 
Crusaders — Spanish, Venetian, 
Genovese and Papal forces—under 
the command of Don John of 
Austria. 


The infidel fleet on that bright 
October day in 1571 felt confident 
of victory. Never had their naval 
forces suffered defeat, and they 
were not worried about this Chris- 
tian force which met them. 


But they should have worried! 
For at the very moment the two 
fleets were engaged in combat. off 
the coast of Greece, thousands of 
pilgrims had assembled in Rome 
to say the Rosary for a Christian

Legend has it that 
Saint Dominic received the Rosary 
in the 12th or 13th century as he 
waged his eg fight against the 
heresy of the Albigensians. There 
is no doubt of St. Dominic’s lead- 
ership in that battle, but there is 
considerable doubt that he really 
used the Rosary—at least as we 
know it today. There is no ica 
of a Rosary in his tomb, and the 
literature for 200 years after his 
death makes no mention of the 
Rosary, either. The practice of 
meditating on the 15 mysteries 
seems to have originated many 
years after St. Dominic’s death. 
Of course, a string of beads or 
a row of pebbles have been used 
since earliest times. The Moham- 
medans had such strings of beads 
for their prayers, and St. Francis

Spiritual Direction by Rev. Pas- 
cal P. Parente S. T. D., Ph. D., J. C.- 
B., The Grail, St. Meinrad, Ind., 
1950, pp. 109, $2.00. 


FR. Parente, professor of Asceti- 
eal Theology at the Catholic 
University, has distinguished him- 
self in his field for his knowledge 
of sources and for his prudent ap- 
plication of principles of the spir- 
itual life. This, his third volume, 
will measure up to its predecessors. 


“Spiritual Direction” covers the 
subject adequately and succinctly. 
It will serve as a valuable intro- 
duction to a complex subject, for 
the author modestly intends no 
more than “a beginning.” The 
third’ part, an alphabetical list of 
“the most common topics of the 
spiritual life,” and a brief explana- 
tion of their meaning together with 
a select bibliography will enable 
the reader to pursue his studies 
further. 


“Spiritual Direction” is recom- 
mended to any reader although 
there will be a diversity of needs 
and interests and benefits for 
each class. The reviewer thinks 
it particularly helpful to religious. 


Mary and Joseph, Their Lives 
and Times, by Rev. Denis O’Shea, 
Bruce, Milwaukee, pp. 404, $3.50. 


‘owe interesting volume of back- 
ground material on the lives 
and times of Mary and Joseph 
seems to have been a labor of love. 
It evidences wide research in di- 
verse fields and is enlivened with 
many an anecdote and bit of 
verse culled from varied sources. 
The author rightly says of it 
that it “can claim a certain singu- 
larity,” yet it is not quite so clear- 
ly what he labels it, a “biography.” 
There are rather curious omissions 
of a biographical nature and curi- 
ous if piquant additions from rab- 
binical traditions and from the 
afocryphal gospels which, of 
course, the author recognizes as 
historically unreliable. 

Since it is not easy to character- 
ize this work, one need not be 
4 cautious about the inadequacy of 
its title. In any case, it reads well 
and will afford both instruction and 
enjoyment. It is a volume the laity 
will welcome. With the aid of its 
index, the priest, too, can find it 
helpful in preparing sermons and 
instructions.

OU remember reading the love- 
ly poem that started out: 
“When Our Lord was a little new

Each committee has 59 members, 
since each nation is represented. 
They sit around a long oval table 
and try to iron out any differences 
in opinion among themselves. 
When this is done they pass a 
resolution which then goes back to 
the plenary session. (Plenary 
means “full” or “complete;” so you 
guess that a plenary session is a 
meeting of the whole general as- 
sembly.) 


You probably think that anyone 


would get lost in a program where 
there are 69 items on the agenda. 


But they all fall into their proper 


scale of importance. Needless to 
say, the first and most important 
thing being discussed now is The 
Korean question. After that 
comes the need for strengthening 
the General Assembly, so that it 
is possible for it to act legally if 
any further aggression should 
happen. 


At present the Security Council, 
which consists of only 11 members, 
is supposed to act in all cases of 
aggression, which means one na- 
tion attacking another for no 
reason but that they feel like it. 
Of these 11 members, five have the 
veto power. This means that one 
nation, by using its veto, can keep 
all the rest from what they think 
ct be done.

N modern times the Church expects evident miracles per- 
formed in answer to prayer to a reputed saint before he 
or she will be canonized or pronounced a saint. But how 
about the characters mentioned in the Mass, such as Abra- 
ham, David and early Ponttffs of the Church? 


The Patriarchs of the Old Tes- 
tament, Abraham, Isaac, acob; 
the Prophets sent by God. Him- 
self, because they were holy men; 
the holyman, Moses, whom God 
selected as His instrument to 
promulgate the Ten Command- 
ments; the Holy King David.

As to the first Pontiffs of the 
Catholic Church, 29 out of the 
frst 30 died martyrs, and Christ 
had declared that “he who gives 
his life for My sake will save it.” 
That was only another way of 
saying that the one who gives his 
life for Christ, or dies a martyr 
to his faith will be saved—will 
save his life for all eternity. 


You also ask why modern Pro- 
testants, who revere and honor as 
saints some of the New Testa- 
ment Bible characters as well as 
such persons as St. Augustine and 
St. Francis of Assisi, do not honor 
saints canonized since the Refor- 
mation. . 


Their own answer would prob- 
ably be that the centuriés before 
the Reformation belonged to all 
Christians, while since that time 
they would be respecting the auth- 
ority of the Catholic Church if 
they recognized modern canonized 
saints. Of course there were no 
other Christians than Catholics be- 
fore the Reformation, if we ex- 
clude the people who belonged to 
the “Orthodox Churches.” But even 
the saints they recognize were de- 
clared “saints” by the Catholic 
Church. 


No one is pronounced a saint by 
the Catholic Church unless the 
clearest evidence is at hand. 
Usually they were persons regard- 
ed as saints during their lifetime. 
But that is not sufficient. The 
Church does expect two miracles, 
clear and convincing, miracles for 
which neither medical science nor 
any natural cause gives a satisfy- 
ing explanation. Should the 
Church then pronounce the person 
in question “Blessed,” the canoni-

Father Hartnett, who holds a 
doctorate in political science from 
Fordham University, was summer 
editor of America in 1943 and 
again in 1947, From 1946 to 1948 
he was director of the department 
of political science at the Univer- 
sity of Detroit. He lectured on pol- 
itical parties at the Fordham grad- 
uate school in the fall of 1948.
